LECTURE ON ZËEBRUGGE 
RAID. 

On Friday evening Licuti Walkor, 
R,N., addressed the members ot the 
Art Association. He spoke ot the long 
months of inactivity for the nayy after 
the battle of Jutland, a trying time for 
both officers and mon. When, In 
March, 1918, there came a call tor 
young unmarried men for a special 
mission, there was no lack of volun 
toers. While in tralnlns at Chatham, 
the offtcci'8 were given a general out- 
line ot the plan ot the proposed raids, 
while a carefully prepared story was 
told the men- So well did they keep 
the secret, In two weeks' time those 
interested, in Germany as well as else- 
where, knew all about It. But it was 
a carefully prepârcd story and did iiol 
do'them much good. 

The purpose of the expedition was 
to block the canals at Ostcnd and Zoc- 
brugge which led to Bruges, a naval 
bate of the German navy. Small craft 
were continually being sent from here 
to TtTSge the Channel, and a succcbh 
ful blockade would destroy this men- 
tee. To carry out the scheme, three 
things were necessary. First, that the 
tide should be high at midnight, to 
prevent the ships from being stranded 
on th« win* narrow 
chsnnel. Secondly, that the wind 
should blow from the north to pro- 
vide, with thé »W ef Dover bombs, a 
Muoke screen from the Oerman guns 
alonK the shore. Thirdly, that the 
battery ot seven guns on the end of 
the mole should bo put ou), et commis- 
sion, This, mole is a fireakwgler built 
before the w»r bjf the OermsM fop the 
Belgian Qovemmeni. The main por-

It is some years since I first step- 
ped witblii the banowed editorial 
sanctiun and obsequiously introduced 
myself to, the AU-hiçhest, who was 
at the time vlcitHUly ponndins out the 
editorial for the pending Issue. Never- 
theless I jiave a rather vivid recollée- 
tioD of the' circumstances attending 
my Inltlaticm to the sphara of college 
Journalism.

greatly subdue my erstwhile ezuber 
ance. > 

Those, In fact, to put it vulgarly, 
were the palmy days.

In light, therefore, of these alid in- 
numerable other manifestations of ani- 
mosity I considered myself amply 
justified in setting him down In my 
mind as a confirmed and hopeless (?) 
woman-hater, and little dreamed that 
Bhoul2.eTer be forced to alter my 
opinion. 

But, oh, the optimism of man's mind. 
Only recently I stumDled upon most

And, therefore, when I look back 
to thai evening, when for thtf first

crank; lor, after all (and what higher 
compliment can I pay them), they 
were out and out maaters of the art 
of camouflage.

BICHAKDSON, CSVHNER A. I- 
Gunner Alan Irving Richardeon, 
Arch. '11, who waa killed in action on 
April 2», 1915, was bom in Ingersoll, 
Ontorlo, on May 5, 1191. He entered 
McQlll in 1907, and was successfully 
graduated in Architecture, in 1911. 
When volunteers were requested tor 
the First Canadian Overseas Division, 
Ounner Richardson responded and was 
attached to the 5Ui Battery, Canadian 
Field Artillery. After trataing at Val- 
Cartier and In England, he crossed to 
France, and was killed in acUpn near 
St. Jean, Belgium, on April 29, 1915. 

Of tl^e engagement in which Ounner 
Richardson lost his life, the following 
account baa been handed down: "The 
Canadian Field Artillery, under the 
command of Colonel Creelman, had 
been given a certain position to hold 
as long as possible, which means that 
this battery was to be sacrificed in 
the effort to lave the rest of the con 
tingent. They had no IdM^^iwt any 
would ever come out ' alive. Jaqk 
Creelman and Major Hanson said 
good-bye to all the otbea offleera, 
never exp^ing to see them again. 
V^*f^ held the position tor five days 
and five-nights wlUiout food or water. 
The Germane kept hammering at them 
constantly, and the Germans were con- 
tinually reinforced, but our men re- 
ceived no rein|oroement8 during his 
old-. They luceeeded In sllendng 
the opposing guns, and on the sixth 
day they received -reinforcements from 
the rear, and the remnant of the bat- 
tery was àaved." 

Major E. Gerald Hanson, C.F.A., 
wrote of Gunner Richardson as fol 
lows: "Any thl^ga Alan'a frlenda may 
have said about liis conduct tmder Are 
could not be exaggerated. At the time 
of his dedth he was doing orderly with 
young Powter from Westmount. It 
was a risky job, as it meant carrying 
orders from the battery to the waggon- - 
llnç flong the 'most «noomfortable 
roads. As a matter of fact, his name 
waa one of those snbmttted to the Gen- 
eral as being worthy of mention. 

"On one occasion when we were in 
a forward position his orders were: 
Go and bring back some ammunition.' 
I knew.of no i^ere to glet it. but told 
him to find it somewhere. He man- 
aged to get a waggon for uj. and at 
that time it \ waa nest nrgeâtlt 
needed'" > " , 

Another officer wrote: "Twice dur- 
ing the day we got'as low (in ammuni- 
tion) as two rounds per gim teft, but 
on each occasion more seemed to ar- 
rive ii^ the nick of time, greeted by 
much cheering. God knowa where It 
came from, but it appeared from the 
most vnexpeeted sourcea. Poor Alan 
Richardson, who waa ^Ued about four 
days later, did'tnost heroic work In 
this connection, and was undoubtedly 
the means of saving the whole of the 
good old Flghtbig fifth on more than 
one occasion. If it were not for him 
I wouldn't be -wriUnc now."
